Washington, June 17.—The bureau of 


railway economics, in 
a comparative 


study of railway -conditions here and 
abroad, announces it ha figures to show 
that, while the cost of living of a rail- 
way employe in the United States is less 
than 60 per cent, higher than that of a 
corresponding employe in the 
United 


Kingdom or on the continent, his com- 
pensation averages over twice as much. 


"The average daily compensation," says 


the bureau, "of railway employes of all 
classes for the year 1910 was in the 
United States, $2.23; in the United King- 
dom, $1.05; excluding supplementary al- 
lowances negligibly affecting the aver- 
age, it was in Prussia-Hesse 81 cents, and 
in Austria 89 cents.
